WASHINGTON, D.C., Aug, 28—President Wilson has rejected 


the pope’s peace proposals. 


In a note dispatched last night and made public here tonight 
the president says that while every heart not blinded and hardened 
by the terrible war must be touched by the moving appeal of his 
holiness, it would be folly to take the path of peace he points out 
if it does not in fact lead to the goal he proposes: 

To deal with such a power as the present rulers of Germany 
upon Pope Benedict’s plan, declares the president, would involve 
a recuperation of the strength and a renewal of the policy of world 
dominion of that power, now balked but not defeated, after sweeping 
a continent with the blood of innocent women and children as well as

Text of Note 
The text of the note follows: 
“August 27, 1917. 
“To His Holiness Benedictus XV., 
Pope: 

“In acknowledgment of the commu- 
nication of your Holiness to the bel- 
ligerent peoples, dated August 1st, 
1917, the President of the United 


States requests me to transmit the 
following reply: 
“Every heart that has not been 


blinded and hardened by this terrible 
war must be touched by this moving 
ppeal of His Holiness the Pope; must 
eel the dignity and force of the hu- 
ane and generous motives which 
brompted it, and must fervently wish 
hat we might take the path of peace 
ne 8O persuasively points out. But it 
would be folly. to take it if it does 
not invfact.lead to the goal he “pro- 


poses. 
Based Upon Stern Facts ‘ 
“Our response must be based upon 
the stern facts and nothing else. It 
is not a cessation of arms he desires; 
it is a stable and enduring peace. This 
agony must not be gone through with 
again, and it must be a matter of very 
sober judgment what will insure us 
against it.

Satisfactory Basis Essential 

“It is manifest that no part of this 
program can be successfully carried 
out unless the restitution of the status 
quo ante bellum furnishes a firm and 
satisfactory basis for it. The object 
of this war'is to deliver the free peo- 
ples of the world from the menace and 
the actual power of a vast military 
establishment controlled by an irre- 
sponsible government which, having 
secretly ‘planned to dominate the 
world, proceeded to carry the plan 
out without regard cither to the sa- 
cred obligations of treaty or the long- 
established practices and long-cher- 
ished principles of international ac- 
tion and honor; which chose its own 
time for the war; delivered its blow 
fiercely and suddenly; stopped at no 
barrier, either of law or mercy, swept 
a whole continent witn a tide of blood 
—not the blood of soldiers only, but 
the blood of innocent women and 
children also and of the helpless poor; 
and now stands balked, but not de- 
feated, the enemy of four-fifths of the 
world. This power is not the German 
people.’ It is n° business of ours how 
that great people came under its con- 
trol or submitted with temporary zest 
to the domination of its purpose; but 
it is Our business to sec to it that the 
history of the rest of the world is no 
longer left to its handling. 

Recuperation of Strength 

“To deal with such a power by way 
of peace upon the plan proposed by 
His Holiness the Pope would, so far as 
we can ge, inmwgive a recuperation of 
its strength and a renewal of its pol- 
icy; would make it necessary to create 
@ permanent hostile combination of 
nations against the German _ people, 
who are its instruments, and would 
result in abandoning the new-born 
Russia to the intrigue, the manifold 
subtle interference and the certain 
counter revolution which would be at- 
tempted by all the malign influences 
to which the German government has 
of late accustomed the world. Can 
peace be based upon a restitution of 
its power or upon any word of honor 
it could pledge in a treaty of settle- 
ment and accommodation? Respon- 
sible statesmen must now everywhere 
see, if they never saw before, that no 
peace can rest securely upon political 
or economic restrictions meant to ben- 
fit some nations and cripple or em- 


barrass others, upon vindictive action |

“The test, therefore, of every plan 
of peace is this: Is it based upon the 
faith of all the peoples involved, or 
merely upon the word of an ambitious 
and intriguing government on the one 
hand and a group o free peoples on 
the other? This is a test which goes 
to the root of the matter; and it isa 
test which must be applied. 

“The purposes of the United States 
in this war are known to the whole 
world—to every people to whom the 
truth has been permitted to come, 
They do not need to be stated again. 
We seek no material advantage of any 
kind. We belteve that the intolerable 
wrongs done in this war by the furi- 
ous and brutal power of the imperial 


German government ought to be re-|

The city council! had a long discus- 
sion last night over the idea of chang- 
ing the taxation system and the pro- 
cedure which might be adopted in fur- 
thering the proposals, Two motions 
were placed before the meeting, but 
eventually, following the suggestion of 


' Mayor Henry, the matter was left over 


for two weeks before decision, the idea 
being that thought might mature in 
the meantime. ; 

Conferences of Interests, 

In the firat place the council had to 
@eal with the motion of Ald. Bellamy, 
that councll chould organize confer- 
ences for the purpose of discussing the 
change in taxation for which permis- 
sion had been granted by the provin 
clal legislature, provided that it had 
the consent of the people. Ald, Bel- 
lamy'’s motion embodied the recom? 
mendation that the commissioners 
should undertake the classifying of the 
commercial, financial and professional 
intescow in the city, with the idea of 
persuading these interests to select 
representatives who could take part in 
conferences on the matter of busi- 
ness taxation, together with represen- 
tatives of council. 

This motion had as a seconder Ald. 
Martin. 

Ald. MacDonald asked Ald. Bollamy 
if he would agree to the following mo- 
tion as @ substitute for his: 

of Kixperts, 

“Whereas, general dissatisfaction is 
expressed throughout the city in re- 
gard to the basis on which taxes are 
levied, and it #6 generally conceded that 
a more equitable ditribution of the 
burden of taxation could be devised 
than that now prevailing, and a near- 
er approximation to the principle that 
each individual should contribute ac- 
cording to his ability, and which would 


result in bringing in a much larger 
proportio, of taxes each year. Now, 
therefore, be it resolved, that in the 


opinion of this council that a commis- 
sion of three economists who are rec- 
ognized experts in the matter of tax- 
ation, be secured and appointed to de-| 
vise and formulate a system of taxa- 
tion for this city, and that such com- 
mission shall sit and hear the repre- 
sentatives of all classes of business, all) 
organizations and all other party or| 
parties who have views to offer or sug- 
gestions to make, and that the city of 
Calgary and the provincial govern- 
ment be asked to co-operate and each 
bear one-third of ie corte of same.” 
ere Substitution, 

Ald. Bellamy said that he would not 
agree to this as a substitute for his 
proposal. 

The mayor said that council had al- 
ready outlined a scheme of taxation, 
and what they wanted was to ascertain 
how acceptable was the idea of bring- 
ing it into effect. 

“We are at one on the matter,” said 
Ald, MacDonald; ‘all that I want to 
do ts to take it out of the hands of the 
citizens and put it into the hands of 
the experts, We shall never get any- 
where so long as we leave it in the 
hands of the citizens and the only way 
that we can get a satisfactory system 
is to have experts.”’ 

Ald. MacDonald added that he con- 
sidered that the cost would be saved 
a thousand times the first year that a 
proper system of taxation was adopt- 
ed. <Atluding to the varying condi- 
tions which existed in the west, he 
said that it was only men who knew) 
how who could deal with these con-| 
ditions and frame a system to conform 
with them, If the city was averse to 
the cost , he believed that private 
citizens could be found who would be 
willing to defray the cost, It was time! 
that some attempt was made to se- 
cure an equitable system of taxation, 
where the burden would be evenly dis- 
tributed,

So General Korniloff Informs 


Russian National Conference 
In Moscow, 


Moscow, Aug. 28—The second gen- 
eral sitting of the national conference 
was held this afternoon. General Kor- 
niloff, the commander in chief, entered 
the hall in company with Premier 
Kerensky. His appearance was the 
signal for a prolonged ovation. 

General Korniloff said the death 
penalty, restoration of which he had 
asked, together with other measures, 
constituted only a small part of what 
Was necessary in an army stricken 
with the terrible evils of disorganiza- 
tion and insubordination, 

Death Penalty Scares Them, 

In the present inonth, General Kor- 
niloff said, soldiers had killed four 
regimental commanders and other 
officers and ceased these outrages only 
when threatened with being shot. Re- 
cently one of the regiments of Siber- 
jan Rifles which had fought so splen- 
didly at the beginning of the revolu- 
tion, abandoned its positions on the 
Higa front. Nothing except an order 
to exterminate the entire regiment 
availed to cause it to return to ite 
positions. ‘“Thiis we are implacably 
fighting anarchy in the army,” the 
commander continued.

It is 
the one who violates the law with- 
out causing accident who should 
be penalized, and penalized with 
strict and forceful attention to 
the fact that it is none of his fault 
that he did not kill or cripple 
someone.

8,840 SOLDIERS IN 
CANADIAN HOSPITALS 


Commission’s Report up to 15th 
August, on Number of | 
Patients Being Treated 


Ottawa, Aug, 28.—Of the boys whom 
Canada has sent to the front, 8,840 
are now enrolled in the Canadian mil- 
itary hospitals for treatment and re- 
education, according to the last re- 
port of the military hospitals commis- 
sion, dated August 15. Of those 7,046 
are in convalescent homes and 1,115 


provided by the military hospitals 
commission for their treatment. The 
remaining 679 are chiefly in general 
hospitals. The increase in the total 
population of the various hospitals 


The latest return from the director 
of medical services in London indi- 
cates that on August 20, the Canadian 
soldiers being cared for in hospitals 
and sanatoria in the United Kingdom

Carvell on the C.N.R. Deal 


F. B. Carvell, speaking on the C, 
N. R. deal discussed it in connec- 
tion with government ownership as 
follows, as reported by Hansard: 

Political Influences Inevitable 

If the minister could operate the 
Canadian , Northern Railway system 
entirely free from political interfer- 
ence, he might get along fairly well, 
but certainly not as well as private 
enterprise would get along. He can- 
not, however, do that; he cannot run 
a railway in Canada of the magni- 
tude of the Canadian Northern and 
keep political influence out of it. We 
have had an experience of that in the 
Maritime Provinces, I believe the 
present minister of railways started 
out to run the Intercolonial for a year 
or two fairly divorced from politics, 
but two years had not passed before 
you could not hire a man to shovel 
gravel for two days at a time unless 
he went to the man who controlled 
the patronage in the constituency, and 
that has been the case ever since. It 
is idle to speak about hiring a man 
on the Intercolonial who is not re- 
commended by the man who controls 
the patronage, and the minister knows 
that, 

I was reading this afternoon the 
minority report of Mr. Smith, and was 
very much impressed with two state- 
ments that I read. They so thorough- 
ly coincided with my own views, that 
I feel like placing them on Hansard. 
The first is found on page 102:—- 

“Compared with the total outlay 
involved in producing railroads by 
the Government for itself, as, for 
instance, the case of the Intercolon- 
ial, or the Transcontinental, from 
three to six times that amount have 
been used to realize equal results. 

This shows distinctly the value of 

enlisting and retaining private en- 

terprise.” 

If this statement be true, 
governments of this country from 
Confederation down to the present 
time have spent in building govern- 
ment roads six times as much 
as the Canadian Northern has spent— 
and he was dealing directly with that 
company—it is an amazing statement. 
It so attracted my atiention that I 
read it two or three times. I do not 
mean to say that the Canadian North- 
ern lines are in ag good a state physi- 
cally as the government lines. Mr. 
Smith, after discussing what govern- 
ment ownership would mean, the ex- 
era cost of construction, operation and 
management—and he certainly puts 
up a pretty strong argument against 
government ownership — concludes 
with these words:-— 

“Upon these fundamental truths, 

I base my firm conviction that the 
brightest outlook for the future of 
your great Dominion can be assured 
through the extension of private 
railroad enterprises. The hope of 
honor and the reward of public ap- 
proval must be open to human kind 
to get the best results from human 
endeavor.” 

Hope of Honor and Reward 

I tell you, Mr, Chairman, that if you 
take away from the Canadian North- 
ern enterprise the hope of honor and 
reward, the ambition of the human 
being, you will absolutely divest it of 
everything that has made it the great 
enterprise it is today, and there is no 
disguising the fact that it Is a great 
enterprise. 

The government may take over this 
system and say, “We are going to keep 
Mackenzie and Mann and some of 
their organization,” but they will not 
be able to do it. Once the present 
officials realize that political power is 
interfering with their management, it 
will not be six months before they, if 
not Mackenzie and Mann themselves, 
will say, “I won't have a member of 
parliament dismissing or appointing a 
man through his political influence.” 
It would not be six months before the 
whole present organization would be 
disbanded and gone, I do not see 
any necessity for doing away with the 
men who are absolutely necessary to 
keep this enterprise going. I do not 
see any necessity for the government 
taking over control of the road. 
believe the present organization 
run the road better than the govern- 
ment, 
should be put up to pay off the com- 
pany's indebtedness, and as much of 
the stock should be taken over as is 
available, for extra security—not that 
1 think the stock is worth anything. I 
believe that five-sixths of the stock

is, therefore, a margin of $264 per 
ton between the producer and the 
consumer, That the cost of produc- 
tion, with all the risks of weather 
and other obstacles, is much greater 
than the cost of canning, will not be 
disputed, yet the producer get a re- 
turn of $36, and the canner gets a 
return of $264. | 

In the recent discussion on food 
profiteering it has been stated that 
the millers are making too big a pro-| 
fit in concerting wheat into flour, Do 
they? A bushel of wheat will produce 
about 32 Ibs. of flour and 28 Ibs, of 
bran and shorts. When wheat is sell- 
ing at $2 a bushel the flour can be 
bought at six cents and the bran and 
shorts at two cents, making the total 
price for product $2.48, or less than 
25 per cent. on the price for wheat 
to cover the cost of milling. Com- 
pare this with something over 750 
per cent. which the canners charge for 
handling green peas.

Ty Cobb Twelve Years with the Tigers. 

Tomorrow will be a day of proud and happy memories for the 
g00d burghers of Detroit, for the thirtieth of August had inay wus! Hear 
the greatest event In the elty’s history since that summer da 
1701 when Antoine de la Motte Cadillac, of Montreal, arrive on 
the site of Detroit and built the first atitomobile faciory and or- 
ganized the first home team. 

That historic event, as all must know by this time, was the 
arrival in Detroit of Tytus Raymond Cobb, who with his two other 
illustrious namesakes. Irvin and Corn on The, occupies the foremost 
place in contagnporary American history. It was twelve years ago, 
come tomorrow, that the Georgia Peach played hia first major 
league contest. ‘a debut In Detroit, on Aug. 30,.1905, was in a 
game against the Now York Yankees, and the team from the big town 
was made to bite the dust by a score of 6 to 3. Jack Chesbro was 
the first big league pitcher Ty faced, and he slammed out a double 
during the feativities. In his first game at St. Louis Cobb failed 
to get a hit. Ables and Buchanan being in the box for the Mound 
City clan. Ty's first appearance in Chicago was also barren of bin- 
gles, F. Paderewski Smith hurling the pill so effectively that the 
Georgian didn't get a look in. In his first contest in Cleveland Ty 
got a single off'n Rhoades, and when he made his bow before a 
Washington audience he celebrated with a double off Tom Hughes, 
He got two hits of Chief Bender on the occasion of his first vinit 
to the City of Brtherly Love. Cy Young held him hitless when he 
first came to Boston and Chesbro tyrned the same trick when Ty 
played his initial game before the Gotham fans. 

Ty is now in his thirty-first year, He began his career as a

1885—John L. Sullivan defeated Dominick McCaffrey in six 
rounds at Cincinnati, McCaffrey had come into prominence a few 
months before by his “victory” over Charley itchell, but John 
L. quickly reduced his swollen knob. The Mitchell- McCaffrey bout 
was fought in Madison Square Garden in October, 1884. George 
Brotherton and W. P. Corney, McCaffrey’s backers, paid the Eng- 
lishman $1,200 to meet their man. Only four rounds were fought, 
and Mitchell had the best of it all the way, but the referee gave 
the decision to McCaffrey, It was a tribute to the fairness of the 
New York sports that a storm of hisses and cat-callsa greeted this 
unfair award. Dominick tasked jn the sunlight of fame until he 
actually believed that he could whip John L., bu€ the notion was 
quickly dissipated by the Boston Strong Boy.
